CALLS WAR. 


The Porte's Idea of the 
Frontier Raid, 


Says Creek Regulars Composed 
Invading Party. - 


| Rumor of Proposed Bombardment 


Sets Valona Wild. | 


Bashi-Bazouks Assemble to Repel 
Any Attack by Land—Authentic 
Account of the Invasion—Losses 
of the. Opposing Forces,

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 11.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.] In a communication 
to the Ambassadors dated April 10, the 
Porte speaks of the Greek invaders of 
the previous day as “regular” troops, 
and the incursion is regarded here as 
the commé¢ncement of the war. 

A panic »ccurred at Valona yesterday 
on a@ rumor that the Greek warships 
were about to attack the town. Two 
thousand bashi-bazouks assembled in 
an adjoining valley and placed them- 
selves in readiness to advance, in case 
sef-an: attack by marines on land. 

THE FRONTIER INCURSION. 

ELASSONA, April 11—3 p.m.—No defi- 
nite details have been received here as 
to the incursion on the frontier last 
week. Edhem Pasha has sent an officer 


to the scene who is expected to return 
tonight. 


. “ON TO VICTORY!” 


Authentic Report of the Invasion 
Mixed Forces, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE] 
ATHENS, April 11.—[By Atlantio Ca- 
ble.] | Noon.—Accounts are very con- 


flicting as to what really happened 
last Friday,

THE SCENE OF ACTION. 

LONDON, “April 11.—The Daily 
Chronicle will publish tomorrow a dis- 
patch from the camp of the irregulars 
at Kakoplevea, dated Friday. The camp 
is situated below the snow line of Mt. 
Pindus on the extreme north Thessalian 
frontier. The Chronicle’s correspendent 
Says that 2000 irregulars in the service 
of the Ethnike Hetaria crossed the 
frontier Friday morning at Finika and 
burned several blockhouses. They 
formed in three bodies and surrounded 
a strong Turkish station at Baltino. 
Nine prisoners were brought to Kako- 
plevea and lodged in a sehoolhouse. The 
correspondent says: 

“T have been to the scene of the ac- 
tion. The blockhouse is in the middle 
of a poor village. The irregulars were 
running around in unorganized bodies, 
keeping up a constant fire at the block- 
house, but apparently without much 
impression. When I left at noon the 
Turks still held out, but were firing 
over the heads of the Greeks. They 
ae have been taken prisoners ere 
this. 

“This movement is supposed to be 
general, but as yet I think only six 
Greeks have been killed, among them, 
however, Makris, the leader, and many 
have been wounded.: The regulars did 
not participate im the fighting. The 
Italian irregulars are suffering terribly 
from cold and hunger and there is much 
disease among them.” 

CONSTANTINE EXPLAINS. 
VIENNA, April 11.—The correspond- 
ent of the St. Petersburg Gazette has 
had an interview with Crown Prince 
Constantine at Larissa, and reports the 
Prince as having said to him:, “I 
really do not understand why Crete 
is not given to us. It seems to be 
feared that Greece will be strengthened 
by the acquisition of fresh territory. 
The future of Greece, however, lies not 
in the south, but in the north, in 
Macedonia.” . 
BESIEGING THE BARRACKS. 

ATHENS, April 11.—8 p.m.—The lat- 
est advites here report that a portion 
of the invading forces continue to be- 
siege the barracks at Baltino. The re- 
mainder has continued the advanee, 
but to a destination as yet unknown at 
Athens. It is reported that communi- 
cations between Metzo and Grevena, are 
cut off.

LONDON, April 11—The Times cor- 


respondent at Athens will’ say tomor- 
row: 

“The news of the incursion into Turk- 
ish territory has been received here 
with great jubilation. The general 
belief is that nothing can now re- 
strain the army, which is bound to fol- 
low across the frontier in @ few. days. 

“The Athens newspapers refieet the 
popular enthusiasm, and contain highly 
optimistic forecasts of the progress of 
the band into Macedonia, where its 
presence is predicted to exert a magic 
influence on the Christian population 
and to be a signal for a general up- 
rising. The former exploits of the 
famous insurgent leaders accompany- 
ing the expedition afford, it is be- 
lieved, a guarantee of splendid success 
in- the future.

MEDDLESOME AND OFFENSIVE. 

LONDON, April 11.—The correspond- 
ent of the Times at Constantinople 
says that the foreign Ambassadors 
there. consider the three circulars ad- 
dressed in the early part of the week by 
the Porte to its representatives abroad, 
protesting against the suggestions made 
by some of the powers for the solution 
of the Cretan difficulty as meddlesome, 
offensive and intended as a tu quoque 
argument in reply to the recent remon- 
strance against the Tokat massacre. 

The Porte has issued two additional 
circulars to its representatives. The 
first, which was sent on Firday, de- 
clared that Greek regulars and Greek 
artillery have invaded Turkey, and as-. 
serts the right of Turkey to repel them. 
The second, which was dispatched yes- 
terday (Saturday,) announced the re- 
treat of the aggressors over the frontier 
and the restoration of the status quo. 
The Ambassadors consider the Turkish 
procedure correct in this respect. 

WAR MAY BE PROCLAIMED. 

LONDON, April 11.—The Times will 
print the following dispatch from its 
correspondent at Larrissa: 

“Gissousi, the accredited representa- 
tive of Ethnike Hetaria, tells me he 
looks for important news today (Sun- 
day.) He has been in conference with 
the Greek deputies and with leading 
supporters of the patriotic movement 
who heave recently arrived. here, and 
there seems to have been a déliberate 
plan to leave in the hands of Ethnike 
Hetaria the initiative. The Greek out- 
posts are being quietly strengthened, 
and small detachments are proceeding 
to their positions under cover of dark- | 
ness.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—The out- 
look for the week in the Senate is so 
much befogged by the situation with 
reference to committee reorganization 
that it is impossible to forecast the 
proceedings with any degree of accu- 
racy. Theré is a possibility that this 
question may consume a great deal of 
attention, and if it is not satisfactorily 
disposed of it may be used to prevent 
effort to secure action on important 


| measures. 


Aside from the matter of reorganiza- 
tion there are more important ques- 
tions before the Senate. These are: The 
Morgan Cuban resolution, the Bank- 
ruptcy Bill, the Anglo-American Arbi- 
tration Treaty and the appropriation 
bills. 

Senator Davis, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, said to- 
day that he was hopeful of securing 
consideration for the treaty some time 
during the week, the only circumstance 
likely to prevent it being the continued 
absence of Senators. Senator Davis re- 
fuses to make any predictions as to 
the result of the final vote, or when 
that vote will be reached. 

Senator Allison said when he pre- 


sented the report of the Sundry Civil 


Appropriation Bill to the Senate that 
he would call it up this week. Senator 
Pettigrew, who will have charge of 


the Indian Bill, has also stated that 


he hopes to take up that bill. If the 
Democrats do not object on aceount of 
the incomplete condition of the com- 
mittee, both bills will probably be 
acted upon during the week. Senator 
Gorman is expected ta make a general 
attack upon the appropriations during 

e

.Both Senaters Hoar and Néison are 
very anxious to press the Bankruptcy

WASHINGTON, _April 11.—A state- 
ment relative to the agricultural in- 
terests of the submerged districts of 
the Mississippi Valley south of Cairo, 
Ill., has been issued by the Department 
of Agriculture. It is based upon a chart 
prepared under the direction of the: 
chief of the Weather Bureau, showing 
the extent of the flood on April 6. The 
total area under water on April 6 was 
about 15,800 square miles, of which 7900 
Square miles were in Mississippi, 4500 
Square miles in Arkansas, 175@ square 
mile in Missouri, 1200 in. Tennessee and © 
450 in Louisiana. 

The region contained in 1890, so far 


-4asS can be determined, in view of the 


somewhat indefinite boundary lines of 
the flood, a population of 379,685, of 
Which 186,489 or about one-half, was 
in Mississippi, 100,235 fh Arkansas and 
the remainder almost equally. divided 
between Missouri and Tennessee, Tak- 
ing the entire region, the colored popu- 
lation outnumbered the whites in the 
proportion of 2 to 1, the colored pre- 
dominating in the flooded districts of 
Mississippi in the proporit'on of more 
than 5 to i, and in Arkansas in,that 
of 3 to 1. In Missouri and Tennessee, 
the proportion of the flooded districts 
is largely white,:in the former State 
in the proportion of 10 to 1, and in the 
latter in that of 2 tol. 

The floaded districts contain, it is 
estimated, about 39,500 farms, of which 
about 18,509 are in Mississippi, nearly 
10,000 in Arkansas and a like number 
about.equally divided between Mis- 
souri and Tennessee. These farms 
contain a total area of about 3,800,900 
acres, one-half of which is in Missis- 
sippi, and rather over one-fourth in 
Arkansas, the proportions in Missouri 
and Tennessee being about the same 
as in the case in the number of farms. 

About a million and a half acres of 
the area under water were last year 
devoted to cotton and corn, te which 
crops-nearly 95 per cent. of the entire 
acreage cultivated is devoted. It is 
estimated that of the crops of last 
year, over three and three-quarter mil- 
lions of dollars worth remained on hand 
in the submerged region on the last of 
the month, cotton representing about 
two-thirds of this amount, and corn 
practically all the remainder. ; 

What effect the flood will have on the 
crops of the present season depends 
upon the length of its continuance and 
the practicability of  wWwheat-planting 
after the subsidence of the flood. The 
entire region under water on April 6 
produced last year about 370,090 bales 


| of cotton, valued at close to $13,000,000, 


over 11,000,000 bushels of corn, worth 
about $3,409,000 and wheat, vats, pota- 
toes and hay worth over ?800,j00. more. 
The most valuable portion of these 
crops was raised in Mississippi, whose 
region now submerged produced nearly 
a quarter of a million bales of cotton, 
besides other_praducts mostly for local. 
consumption. 

The counties wholly or partially sub- 
merged are among the largest cotton- 
producing countries in the United 
States. Yazoo county, which alone has 
produced over fifty thousand bales in 
@ season, is ohe-half under water, “while 


Bolivar county, Coahama, Issaquena, -

FLOOD WATERS RECEDING, 


Reports from the Overflowed Missti- 
ssippi Delta Are Encouraging. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) April 11.—The 
water in the Mississippi delta is slowly 
receding. Reports received here tonight 
from the overflowed country are most 
encouraging. The day has been an 
ideal one, and every planter in the 
delta is in better. spirits. 

At Greenville the river as well as the 
backwater surrounding the town, is 
stationary tonight. Everything is in 
readiness for the receipt and distribu- 
tion of provisions from the governmenty 
and as soon as the army officers arrive 
the work will be actively entered into. 

At Lula, Miss., a decided improve- 
ment is noted. There is still some suf- 
fering in the back country, but it is 
being alleviated by the planters, and 
today a representative of the govern- 
ment arrived and will assist the desti- 
tute at once.

The authorities, how- 
ever, deny any additional apprehen- 
sions and are. resourceful in combat- 
ting any inroads made by the river, 
rapidly applying temporary barriers of 
sacks filled with earth and such other 
devices aS are most expedient.

“This action of Japan demonstrates 
the wisdom of the United States gov- 
ernment in dispatching the cruiser 


Philadelphia to Honolulu last week. It 


is plainly evident, in the light of this 
cable,-that the Washington authorities 
received a tip from Minister Dun or 
from some other source in Japan, and 


‘were bound to anticipate the action of 


the Japanese. This order of Japan is 
in line with the policy which she has 
been carrying out for many months.’ So 
long as no trouble arose over the whole- 
sale shipping of Japanese into Hawaii, 
the Mikado’s ministers were content to 


from 1800 to 2000 a month. Now, how- 
ever, that the Dole government has, 
been aroused to the dangér of this 
Asiatic influx, Japan is determined to 
use force to see to it that her Colonists 
are given all the rights guaranteed 
them by the treaty. . ee Gung 
“It is not probable that an encounter 
will take place between the Philadel- 
phia and Japanese cruisers that have 
been ordered to Honolulu, but this na- 
tion will have the satisfaction of know- 
ing that it is well represented, and that 
its honor and prestige are in the hands 
of so competent and experienced an of- 
ficer as Admiral Beardslee. There is-no 
telling, however, what the Japanese 
may do, as their easy victory over the 
Chinese army and navy in the late war 
made them very “cocky,” and they 
think they could whip Russia or the 
United States with little more trouble 
than they whipped China. 
“Those who are well-informed in -re- 
gard to the recent movements in Ha- 
waii declafe the plan of Japan was 
to fill the islands with Jgpanese, ir-, 
respective of the labor problem. Then, 


| when they had more Japanese in Ha- 


waii than native Hawaiians and more 
than all other foreigners combined, 
they would demand for them the same 
political rights that the natives enjoy. 
Eyen if they secured. limited suffrage, 
they would soon be in ‘a position to 
dictate the policy of the government... 
Then the world would have seen Japan 
actually ruling the islands with no 
cost to the home government and with 
no responsibility, yet she would have 
been in the position to step in and 
act as arbiter in any dispute, or, in a 
crisis, to take actual possession of the 
islands. 

“That this was the real*policy of 
Japan is shown by the fact that for 
nearly a year the government has been 
sending hundreds of emigrants every 
month to Hawaii, although there has 
been no demand for plantation labor. 
What is significant is that most of 
these immigrants have made no effort 
to get work. The sugar plantations are 
crowded with old hands who have still 
portions of their time contracts to 
work out. All avenues of trade have 
long been filled by these Yankees of 
the Orient, who have driven out the 
native Hawaiians and Chinese. Hun- 
dreds of these recent arrivals from 
Japan in Hawaii betray no evidence 
of having done hard work at home. 
In fact, they belong to the student 
class, and they have simply ‘led lives 
of idleness on the islands, apparently 
maintained in comfort by the company 
that brought them over. 


“The whole seheme is one of the 
largest colonization jobs. in a politi- 
cal sense, that has ever been at- 


tempted. Chief Justice Judd of Hawaii, 
in a recent taik in regard to the Jap- 
anese laber problem in the islands, 
declared that seventy Japanese who 
were returned to their own country 
came without a labor contract or 
without the funds for their mainte- 
nance which the statute prescribes.

TONS OF DYNAMITE ON BOARD.

HUENEME, April 11.—Steamer Ya- 


at 10 o’clock today, struck a sand-bar 
at the opening and her séams began 
filling and she immediately settled.

The steamer at high tide and with more 
wind is very apt to crash into the 
wharf. Many here are in fear of an 
explosion. Some thirty tons of freight 
were landed, but the work has now 
ceased, awaiting the arrival of the Bo- 
nita. 

SAYS IT’S NOT SERIOUS.

Prospectuses of works of 
an immoral nature were forwarded to 
families, and often addressed to mere 
children. Leading critics had frankly 
declared that they could not give an 
account of certain performances. 
“Look, too, at the costumes.” 
“There are none,” cried a Senator, 
amid laughter. 
“Quite true,” replied the speaker. 
“There are no longer petticoats,” 
“At-many places of amusement hor- 
-rible songs were sung, as in some of the 
Montmartre cabarets. Every day low 
agencies of an immoral character were 
formed. Debauchery was rife, and there

The 
report called. attention to the fact that 
3,000,000 of the population are outside 
the church, and that there was no 
more important work to be done in this 
country than that of carrying the .gos- 
pel truth to the millions. It stated 
that the American Tract Society pub- 
lishes evangelical truths in 153 - lan- 
fuages and dialects; the total number 
of volumes in all languages published 
in New York reaches 31,500,000, and the 
total number of books and tracts nearly 
500,000,000, and the total periodicais 
over 200,500,000. 

Thiouh its missionary colportage 
the report says the society has carried 
the gospel truth to the out-of-the-way 
places and into the congested wards 
of the cities... It has gone into the 
lumber camps, the mining regions and 
the sparsely-settled districts, leaving 
the Christly message among those péo- 
ple who were entirely destitute of all 
‘religious privileges. Hundreds of Sun- 
day-schools have been organized and 
devotional services held in log cabins, 
schoolhouses, and often times in the 
open air. 

“The whole number of family visits 
since the society began its house-to- 
house work,” says the report, “is over 
fourteen and one-half millions, and the 
number of families prayed with on 
religious subjects amounts to nearly 
eight and one-half millions; it is im- 
possible to tell the far-reaching re- 
sults of this noble work; thousands and 
tens of thousands have been won to 
Christ through its instrumentality.” 

The work on Ellis Island was spoken 
of as being of great importance in 
that the colporters there have the gos- 
pel truth in some form to ‘the large 
numbers that are arriving daily on our 
shores. The report also called atten- 
tion to the fact that the society’s- in- 
come had been lessened by the falling- 
off in legacies of nearly $50,000 during 
the past year, and that the great need 
at the present time was an increase in 
donations.

WANTED—A PAVILION. 

The Herald gives a good pointer to 
capitalists in the following: “The larg- 
est auditorium in the city, the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church which has 
a seating capacity of 700 and room for 
possibly 300 more to stand, was jammed 
to its capacity yesterday afternoorm on 
the occasion of Ira D. Sankey’s serv- 
ice at 3 o’clock and last evening at his 
7 o’clock service there were certainly 
upward of 1000 people inside the build- 
ing, and nearly as many more were left 
on the steps and sidewalk. There is no 
city in the Southwest where a large 
pavilion capable of seating at least 2000 
people comfortably is needed so badly 
as here. We have abundance of large 
vacant lots in available positions about 
the city, and if some one with the cap- 
ital would put up a large one-story 
building built for the purpose of an 
auditorium witha good large stage and 
attachments it would take all the dra- 
matic entertainments, all the public 
meetings, such as those of yesterday, 
all the political. meetings, school enter- 
tainments, etc., that would keep it rea- 
sonably busy and pay a fair rate o 
interest on the investment.” 

UNDOING NEW LAWS. 

The undoing of the laws of the Ninee 
teenth Legislature has already begun. 
The first bill in question is the Salary 
Reinstatement Law, vetoed by Gov. 
Franklin and passed over his head. The 
contest is made by Gov. Franklin's At- 
torney-General, Mr. Wilson, The hold- 
ing is on the very high grounds that 
the law is “not in harmony with: the in- 
tent of American institutions,” so that 
probably settles it. The bill provides 
that the salaries under which certain: 
county officials were elected, previous 
to the Ejghteenth Legislature, should 
be paid.

The Legislature a few months 
later cut the salary to about $2000 a 
year, leaving for arduous duties, re- 
quiring also the hiring of a clerk out of 
his own pocket, the munificent sum of 
$1000 or so a year, net. 
SCHOOL BUILDING WANTED. 

Another question growing out of the 
late Legislature is that of the erection 
This school is 
a joint institution, and it was feared 
that the late Legislature would repeal 
the law creating it. This was not done. 
Now a proposition is on foot for the 
erection of a joint high school for the 
city and country districts. At present 
five rooms of the city central-school 
building are occupied, at a rental of 
$1800 to $2500 per year. Furthermore the 
Central building is needed for grammar 
grades. It is so crowded that pupils 
are being divided into two classes, one 
for morning sessions, the other for 
afternoon. The money paid for rents 
would pay for a_ building in a few 
years.

HAS ITALIANIZED HIS BEES. 


Because They Were too Lazy to 
Work. 


[Stockton Mail:] “I think I’ll beable 
to make something out of my bees this 
year, now that I have Italianized 
them,” was the remark made by Prin- 
cipal Lynch of the Lafayette School to 
a friend the other day, and in the con- 
versation that followed, an interesting 
story was told by the school teacher. 

Five years ago he saw a number of 
colored boys pelting a swarm of bees 
that were clinging to the limb of a tree, 
and rescued them. Having taken the 
bees under his protection, the next idea 
that suggested itself was to get a hive 
and go into the bee business on a small 
scale at his residence in the northwest- 
ern part of town. From this small be- 
ginning his apiary has grown until 
now it numbers fifty hives, and he has 
made arrangements to locate it on the 
Calaveras River, four miles above Bel- 
lota, leasing a space from a farmer on 
the condition that he will keep an eye 
on the hives. : 

Mr. Lynch is not only a bee-raiser, 
but bee-ologist, to coin that word. The 
swarm which he rescued from the little 
negroes was a matter of considerable 
interest to him, and he read up on hees 
so extensively and watched their habits 
so closely that he is now an authority 
himself on that subject. , 

California bees are lazy, and Mr. 
Lynch soon ascertained that if he 
wanted to get a large quantity of honey 
he would have to make his bees indus- 
trious. This is accomplished by chang- 
ing the breed, and to do this queens 
from industrious breeds are introduced 
into the hive. The Italian bees of Bo- 
logna, in the northern part of Italy, 
have the reputation of being the hard- 
est, most constant workers of all, and 
moreover the most prolific. So the 
amateur bee-raiser sent to Italy for 
four queens of the Bologna type, which 
cost him $8.50.. They came by mail, and 
with each queen there were forty work- 
ing bees—attendants whose duty it was 
to wait on her and also to keep her 
warm by their presence, for in crossing 
the Atlantic Ocean a bee would die of 
the cold if alone; but where there are a 
number in the same box they raise 
the temperature, just as a num- 
ber of persons in a room do. The box 
for each queen bee and her retinue con- 
sisted» of a piece of light wood four 
inches long and an inch and a half 
square. Into it three round holes were 
bored, each an inch and a quarter 
in diameter, and an inch and a quarter 
deep. The holes were contiguous, 80 
that there was a passageway from one 
to ancther. One of these holes was 
filled with honey, into which sugar had 
been mixed.to prevent it from running. 
This wa» the food of the bees on their 
way over, and the two. other holes 
were for the queen and her escort. 
Over the top of the holes a wire screen 
was tacked, and on this a piece of pa- 
per, bearing the postoffice address was 
pasted. To give the bees air awl, holes 
had been bored into the wood from the 
sides, extending into the chambers oc- 
cupied by the insects. 

All four of the queens, with their at- 
tendants, arrived safely, and were in- 
troduced into their new home. The 
Italian queens are a golden yellow in 
color, while the California bees are 
black. In this State the winter is so 
short that the bees are not obliged to 
lay up more than from _ six to ten 
pounds for each hive, and the Califor- 
nia bees are aware of this fact; so they 
knock off work and loaf. In cold 
countries, among the mountainous 
northern portion of Italy, they must 
store up forty or fifty pounds for each 
hive to last through the winter. The 
industry which this requires is inher- 
ited by the bees, and consequently 
it happens that when a colony of Amer- 
ican bees is Italianized it is as indus- 
trious as the Italian bees th elves. 
Whether their industry will disappear 
gradually, as they learn that it is not 
necessary to lay up much honey in this 
State, remains to be seen. |

colonies is not quite as salable as that 
| produced by the California bees, be- 
cause the latter, being lazy, do not fill 


beneath the wax covering of the comb, 
which gives it a white, clean. look. The 
Italianized bees, on the other hand, fill 
the cells up as full as they will hold, 
thus bringing the honey up against the 
covering and giving the comb a dark 
red appearance. But there is no differ- 
ence in the honey itself. ° 


Cleveland on His Administration.

SPATTERED WITH OIL. 


BULLS AND BEARS ARE HAVING A 
MERRY TIME. 


Charges of a “Salted” Well In- 
vestigauted—Review of Develop- 


ment Throughout the . Local 

Field—Southern Pacific at Whit- 

tier, 2 
Oil-producers are still expending 


much labor and capital in efforts to de- 
vélop oil outside of the tempestuous lo- 
cal field, where restrictions and antag- 
onisms play so conspicuous a part. 

The field at Whittier is attracting 
considerable attention. No new finds 
have been made there recently, al- 
though continued development has met 
with success. It is not improbable that 
numerous heavy operators will soon en- 
ter that field. The Southern Pacific 
Railway Company has already begun 
operations there and will become a pro- 
ducer of oil upon a big scale. 

Martin & Dryden are still at work a 
‘few miles northeast of the city, but 
have not yet met with much encourage- 
ment, although a depth of 900 feet has 
been drilled. While they have not se- 
cured oil sand, they see no cause for 
disappointment. They regard the mat- 
ter philosophically and declare there is 
hope so long as water is not encoun- 
tered. Small quantities of surface oll 
have been encountered at different 
depths, but they recognize the fact that 
there is a marked difference between 
“sand” and “seepage.” 

The oil men were excited last week by 
& report to the effect that a rich stra- 
tum of oil had been uncovered at the 
Cudahy Packing-house grounds, near 
the foot of Macy street. It was re- 
ported.that oil had been actually flow- 
ing from the well and that large quan- 
‘tities had been rescued from the sump 
hole; that it was high-gravity oil.and 
would demoralize the local market. On 
the other hand, rumors were rife.to the 
effect that there had not been five gal- 
lons of oil in the sump hole; that oil 
sand would never be reached in that 
locality and that the hole had been 
“salted” and a big play was being made 
to bear the market. 

Friday evening the Times oil reporter 
tvisited the site and found a force of 
men employed in an endeavor to rescue 
a sand pump from the bottom of a 525- 
foot hole. There was a little oil in the 
sump hole, and a spatter of oil and mud 
on the derrick. Mr. Chandler said the 
well had a depth of a little over five 
hundred feet and that the surface oil 
was uncovered a week ago. Nothing 
in the way of oil sand has been reached 
and it is doubtful if a thorough test of 
the geological formations can be made 
with the appliances at hand. Judging 
from the trend of sand for a distance of 
nearly two miles, this site is far south- 
east of the true sand. Oil seepage may 
be secured in small quantities over a 
considerable portion of the city of Los 
Angeles. and adjacent territory and is 
no certain indication of an underlying 


stratum of oil-bearing sand. But this | 


is not saying that oil does or does not 
underlie the grounds on Macy street. 

The bears and bulls have been on a 
rampage in the local oil market for sev- 
eral days, yet the market remains 
pretty firm. The lowest price paid dur- 
ing the week just closed was $1.15 per 
barrel at the’ well tanks, and but few 
sales were made at this price. Numer- 
ous sales were made at figures ranging 
from $1.25 to $1.40 at the wells. 

Present prices are satisfactory to pro- 
ducers pretty generally, and it is not 
probable that the market will fluctu- 
ate much from present quotations. 

AT THE EAST END. 

The eastern extension is the scene 
of unusual activity, several new wells 
having been begun last week. 

Alderson & Cochran are having a 
standard rig put in east of New Depot 
street and north of College street. If 
oil is secured in paying quantities this 
firm will have two or three wells drilled 
upon this property. Mr. Alderson is 
a pioneer producer and Col. Cochran 
was at one time secretary of the Los 
Angeles Oil Exchange. 

Dr. Book, president of the Rex Oil 
Company, has a poor opinion of his 
company’s new well in the eastern part 
of the extension. He says it isn’t of 
much account. The well was tubed 
several days ago, but considerable 
trouble has been experienced on ac- 
count of sand and the result has been 
the production of but little merchanta- 
ble oil. The drill has been started in 
well No. 2, and better results are an- 
ticipated. 

A depth of 850 feet has been reached 
in well No. 2 of the Slocum Oil Com- 
pany. The drill is a few feet in petro- 
leum rock and indications are favora- 
ble for the early development of @a 
heavy producing property. This com- 
pany is having the sites prepared for 
a number of wells in the immediate 
vicinity. At one of these sites the 
machinery is in-place and the cable has 
been strung for active drilling so soon 
as well No. 2 is completed. These prop- 
erties are situated West of New Depot 
street and north of College street. 

The Capitol Mining Company is 
making preparations to have two new 
wells drilled west of New Depot street, 
about feur hundred feet north of Col- 
lege street. The machinery is being 
put in place and drilling operations 
may begin early in the present week. 
_A new Alderson well is to be drlilled 
near by. Some of the machinery has 
been hauled to the site and active de- 
velopment will begin within a few 
days. 

Drilling ‘operations are still being 
prosecuted at the site of the new Joyce 
well, east of New Depot street,

MUNICIPAL REGULATION. 


Two Views of the Proposed Restric- 
tions of Oil Production. 

Several communications on the sub- 
ject/of the oil ordinance have been sent 
to The Times, most of them too long to 
be printed in full. One of the writers 
says in part: 

‘“‘Much has been said of late touching 
the proposed legislation toward the oil 
industry. Those who oppose the exten- 
sion of the industry, the producers, the 
consumers, the merchants have all had 
a hearing; but the laborers, who are 
as deeply interested in the industry as 
any of these, have not been heard. Di- 
rectly and indirectly the labor em- 
ployed in the enterprize means bread 
to five hundred homes, and any legis- 
lation tending to cripple or embarrass 
the industry means.a decrease in the 
earnings of these people. Radical leg- 
islation would cause the abandonment 
of perhaps 50 per cent. of the wells and 
a corresponding decrease in the force 
of employés. The city already has its 
army of unemployed. Is the Council 
ready to increase this throng by two 
Is the city 
treasury in its depleted condition ready 
to provide us opportunity on public 


to those of us so deprived of our in- 
come, ‘Take up your blankets, leave 
your families to the care of the city, or 
charity missions, and move on?’ Is the 
City Council elected to simply guard 
the comfort and ease of the rich, or is 
it not a part of its mission to protect 
the very poor? We are not unmindful 
of the fact that the homes and proper- 
ties of the rich should be guarded and 
protected, yet at the same time, there 
be claims of humanity which should re- 
ceive equal consideration. 7 

“The rich have their well-appointed 
homes, and/we are glad of their fortu- 
nate surroundings; but this is more 
than can be said of hundreds of us, and 
because these homes happen to be lo- 
cated above the great storehouse in 
which nature has laid her wealth away, 
shall they alone be protected in this 
dog-in-the-manger. style, which would 
say, you not only cannot develop these 
things upon our plat or parcel, but you 
also shall not lay bare the wealth un- 
derneath that owned by our poorer 
neighbors which lies round about us! 
We come asking for the hundreds 
whose bread tomorrow depends upon 
the wages earned today, that these 
things be carefully weighed before final 
action. 

“We ask no special consideration or 
class legislation, only that the degree 
of consideration be given our interests 
to which they are entitled. Much of 
this annoyance claimed appears to be 
purely imaginary. Many of us have 
lived all thes onths in the midst of 
the field, and We assert that these #m- 
noyances, while they do exist, are not 
by many fold so exasperating as repre- 
sented. As to dangers or exposures to 
fires, I see but very little difference 
to any other part of the city. There 
have been two fires in the district, and 
during the same time there have been 
perhaps a hundred in other parts of 
the city. 

“We ask that these things be duly 
weighed and considered before final ac- 
tion, which would close any of the few

OR every evil under the sun there is a 

remedy or, there is none. If there is 

one, try and find it. If there is none, 

why never mind it.’’ The precepts of 

Mother Goose, like those of the old 
New England catechism, were often imbibed 
in infancy to be assimilated, if at all, some- 
what later. One of the crying. evils of the 
hour for which a remedy can and must be 
found, and that right speedily, is the call of 
the unemployed women for help to keep the 
wolf from the door. This is essentially a 
“woman question’ in every phase of its 
character. Woman’s need and woman’s woe 
and want, which only a woman can truly 
comprehend, anveal most earnestly to woman- 
kind within whose province and power lies 
the remedy. 

First let us take a glance at the industrial 
situation in Los Angeles and see how we have 
one remedy directly at hand if we will but 
avail ourselves of it. ~ 

Thousands of dollars are daily spent in our 
shops for the purchase of women’s and chil- 
dren’s ready-made garments, not one stitch 
in a thousand of which is set in Los Angeles. 

It is perhaps less expensive than the em- 
ployment of a seamstress, which is apt to be 


a dubious experiment at best; is ‘‘less 
bother’ and so, thoughtlessly, perhaps, 
in many cases, we send our money 


to furnish employment for the poor of New 
York and “feel sorry’’ for our own poor, 
whereas we might without exhaustive effort 
turn the tables, furnish employment to our 
own poor and just ‘‘feel sorry’’ for the East. 

Take the simple article of shirt waists for 
example. The shops, to be sure, carry a very 
good line of them, but the variety is limited, 
and after a woman has shopped for half aday 
she can locate the source of every “‘bought 
shirt waist’? she meets on the street. 

A Los Angeles factory devoted exclusively 
to their manufacture could pay living wage 
to hundreds of sewing women, and furnis 
well-made garments quite as cheaply as they 
can now be purchased in the shops. | 

This would relieve the ranks of household 
help and make room on the lower rounds of 
the ladder for the poor mortals who are now 
huddled around the ground at its base. If 
women demander the home product and would 
take no other, merchants would soon cease to 
import these articles and the manufactory 
‘would be a success. 

There might also be more competition in 
the renovation of straw hats and prices might 
be reduced to an extent that would stimulate 
trade instead of leading people to toss aside 
their last summer straws as worthless be- 
cause the cost of having them ‘“‘done over 
is quite eqlial to the cost of a new hat. 
doesn’t some enterprising woman €5- 
tablish a manufactory of artificial flowers 
and copy only our exquisite wild flowers, 
sending them abroad where dainty novelties 
in the line of millinery are always in demand 
no matter what the cost? 

The topic of manufacturing candied flowers 
has often found its way into print, and the 
boundless resources of the California woman 
who has orange blossoms and rose petals in 
abundance, to say nothing of vielets, has 
been fully canvassed, but that no woman 
enters into this. unwarrantable cannibalism by 
the wholesale is very much to the credit of 
the average California woman. i 

There are numberless novel methods of 
earning a livelihood that might suggest them- 
selves to one, but many of the unemployed 
are unskilled and unskillful, and the ruts of 
labor are so deeply worn that one is very apt 
to go out of sight unless a new path is made.. 
Not many moons since the pulse of the wo- 
man’s world of Los Angeles was at fever heat 
because the naughty garbage man couldn’t be 
compelled to skirmish in the back yard and 
incidentally enter into an ergument with the 
family watch dog for the possession of the 
garbage can. Meanwhile these very cans 
were daily bearing to the dumping ground 
enough good food that had been wantonly 
wasted to have fed double the number of 
hungry poor who have made known their 
wants. 

This is woman’s waste and woman’s crime— | 
it can be laid at no other door. 

Isn’t it a strange phase of human nature 
that a woman will grudge the smallest dona- 
tion to a worthy charity out of her pin money 
and yet watch the daily ourgo of five times 
the amounts, quite complacentiy, at the hands 
of untutored servants? 

Now listen, sisters mine: Many Los Ange- 
les housewives might well have a little New 
England thrift infused into their daily methods 
of life. ; 

Not long since, as I was going downtown 
on a University car, I became an involuntary 
listener to the conversation of two servant 
girls whose ‘‘day out’’ gave them an. oppor- 
tunity to compare the various shortcomings 
of their respective mistresses. I listened idly 
to their chatter until one of them exclaimed: 
“Why, she’s that stingy she saves her basting 
threads,’’ and the strident guffaw of her com- 
panion fell with the clanging of the electric 
gong on inattentive ears thereafter, for I had 
migrated in spirit to a dear old New England 
home where want never entered, and waste 
certainly never went out of its portals. 

The vision of a placid-faced grandmother 
sitting in the sunshine and carefully drawing 
basting threads out of the finished work and 
winding them on a spool, flashed back to my 
mind as one of the most beautiful of the pic- 
tures hanging on memory’s wall, and cer- 
tainly it never occurred to me that it was 
“‘stingy’’ to use basting threads over and 
over, and how we children loved to share the 
fascinating task with grandma of pulling out 
the long threads! 

There was a charm about those old homes 
one hunts in- vain in modern life in Califor- 
nia, and.I must confess that while I admit 
there would be no practical sense in it, I pine 
to possess an old-fashioned storeroom where 
sugar came in by the barrel and other gro- 
ceries by the wholesale. There is a sense of 
being well fed in such a home that the daily 
and pestiferous grocery clerk with his nag- 
ging for orders can never give. But I di- 
gress from my story of the little economies 
of daily life which made abundant charity 
possible while providing amply for the home. 
No fat found its way to a garbage can, for 
instance, but, carefully cleansed, either served 
to make candles or soap, and skillful fingers 
not only provided the barrel of softsoap for 
kitchen and laundry use, but manufactured 
the purest and mist daintily perfumed of 
toilet soaps. — 

What Los Angeles family thinks of manu- 
facturing its own soap, or even of saving ma- 
terial, and yet but a few minutes labor and 
care will provide enough to last for months 
with an expenditure of a very trifle for the 
requisite amount of potash. . 

Another small economy of eastern house- 
holders is the careful saving of rags. This 
seems petty, of course, but the money derived 
from the sale proves ample for the yearly 
replenishment of cooking utensils. 

In an average well-ordered household where 
all the cooking is done at home, there should 
be little or no material to find its way to the 
garbage can. 

With the numerous uses for bread crumbs 
in modern cookery, surely no scrap of bread 
need be wasted, and there are dozens of de- 
licious desserts to be made from cake crumbs, 
without ever suggesting the old-fashioned and 
not always appetizing pudding of our grand- 
mother’s cuisine. Scraps of meat or poultry 
should either find their way to the stao® ~~ 
e daily suppl 
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question, for surely “‘The destruction of the 
poor is his poverty.”

Of 
the twenty-nine sires mentioned, four 
are by Hermit, the Derby winner of 
the sensational snowstorm of 1867, 
when the young Marquis of Hastings 
took his first long slide down the road 
to Avernus.

of Small Economies,

OR every evil under the sun there is a 

remedy or there is none. If there is 

one, try and find it. If there is none, 

why never mind it.’’ The precepts of 

Mother Goose, like those of the old 
New England catechism, were often imbibed 
in infancy to be assimilated, if at all, some- 
what later. One of the crying evils of the 
hour for which a remedy can and must be 
found, and that right speedily, is the call of 
the unemployed women for help to keep the 
wolf from the door. This is essentially a 
“woman question’ in every phase of its 
character. Woman’s need and woman’s woe 
and want, which only a woman can truly 
comprehend, anneal most earnestly to woman- 
kind within whose province and power lies 
the remedy. 

First let us take a glance at the industrial 
situation in Los Angeles and see how we have 
one remedy directly at hand if we will but 
avail ourselves of it. — 

Thousands of dollars are daily spent in our 
shops for the purchase of women’s and chil- 


dren’s ready-made garments, not one stitch 


in a thousand of which is set in Los Angeles. 
It is perhaps less expensive than the em- 
ployment of a seamstress, which is apt to be 


a dubious experiment at best; is ‘“‘less 
bother” and so, thoughtlessly, perhaps, 
in many cases, we send our money 


to furnish employment for the poor of New 
York and “feel sorry’’ for our own poor, 
whereas we might without exhaustive effort 
turn the tables, furnish employment to our 
own poor and just ‘“‘feel sorry’’ for the East. 

Take the-simple article of shirt waists for 
example. The shops, to be sure, carry a very 
good line of them; but~the varigty is limited, 
and after a woman has shopped for half aday 
she can locate the source of every “bought 
shirt waist’’ she meets on the street. 

A Los Angeles factory devoted exclusively 
to their manufacture could pay living wages 
to hundreds of sewing women, and furnish 
well-made garments quite as cheaply as they 
can now be purchased in the shops. 

This would relieve the ranks of household 
help and make room on the lower rounds of 
the ladder for the poor mortals who are now 
huddled around the ground at its base. If 
women demander the home product and would 
take no other, merchants would soon cease to 
import these articles and the manufactory 
would be a success. : 

There might also be more competition in 

the renovation of straw hats and prices might 
be reduced to an extent that would stimulate 
trade instead of leading people to toss aside 
their last summer straws as worthless be- 
cause the cost of having them “done over 
is quite equal to the cost of a new hat. 
Why doesn’t some enterprising woman ¢€s- 
tablish a manufactory of artificial flowers 
and copy only our exquisite wild flowers, 
sending them abroad where dainty novelties 
in the line of millinery are always in demand 
no matter what the cost? 

The topic of manufacturing candied flowers 
has often found its way into print, and the 
boundless resources of the California woman 
who has orange blossoms and _rose petals in 
abundance, to say nothing of violets, “has 
been fully canvassed, but that no woman 
enters into this unwarrantable cannibalism by 
the wholesale is very much to the credit of 
the average California woman. 

There are numberless novel methods of 
earning a livelihood that might suggest them- 
selves to one, but many of the unemployed 
are unskilled and unskillful, and the ruts of 
labor are so deeply worn that one is very apt 
to go out of sight unless a new path is made. 
Not many moons since the pulse of the wo- 
man’s world of Los Angeles was at fever heat 
because the naughty garbage man couldn’t be 
compelled to skirmish in the back yard and 
incidentally enter into an ersument with the 
family watch dog for the possession of the 
garbage can. Meanwhile these very cans 
were daily bearing to the dumping ground 
enough good food that had been wantonly 
wasted to have fed double the number of 
hungry poor who have made known their 
wants. 

This is woman’s waste and woman's crime— 
it can be laid at no other door. 

Isn’t it a strange phase of human nature 
that a woman will grudge the smallest dona- 
tion to a worthy charity out of her pin money 
and yet watch the daily ourgo of five times 
the amounts, quite complacentiy, at the hands 
of untutored servants? 

Now listen, sisters mine: Many Los Ange- 
les housewives ‘might well have a little New 
England thrift infused into their daily methods 
of life. 

Not long since, a8 I was going downtown 
on a University car, I became an involuntary 
listener to the conversation of two servant 
girls whose ‘‘day out’’ gave them an oppor- 
tunity to compare the various shortcomings 
of their respective mistresses. I listened idly 
to their chatter until one of them exclaimed: 
‘‘Why, she’s that stingy she saves her basting 
threads,’’ and the strident guffaw of her com- 
panion fell with the clanging of the electric 
gong on inattentive ears thereafter, for I had 
migrated in spirit to a dear old New England 
home where want never entered, and waste 
certainly never went out of its portals. 

The vision of a placid-faced grandmother 
sitting in the sunshine and carefully drawing 
basting threads out of the finished work and 
winding them on a spool, flashed back to my 
mind as one of the most beautiful of tlfe pic- 
tures hanging on memory’s wall, and cer- 
tainly it never occurred to me that it was 
“stingy’’ to use basting threads over and 
over, and how we children loved to share the 
fascinating task with grandma of pulling out 
the long threads! . 

There was a.charm about those old homes 
one hunts in vain in modern life in Califor- 
nia, and I must confess that while I admit 
there would be no practical sense in it, I pine 
to possess an old-fashioned storeroom where 
sugar came in by the barrel and other gro- 
ceries by the wholesale. There is a sense of 
being well fed in such a home that the daily 
and pestiferous grocery clerk with his nag- 
ging for orders can never give. But I di- 
gress from my story of the little economies 
of daily life which made abundant charity 
possible while providing amply for the home. 
No fat found its way to a@ garbage can, for 
instance, but, carefully cleansed, either served 
to make candles or soap, and skillful fingers 
not only provided the barrel of softsoap for 
kitchen and laundry use,- but manufactured 
the purest and most daintily perfumed of 
toilet soaps. 

What Los Angeles family thinks of manu- 
facturing its own soap, or even of saving ma- 
terial, and yet but a few minutes labor and 
care will provide enough to last for months 
with an expenditure of a very trifle for the 
requisite amount of potash. 

Another small economy of eastern house- 
holders is the careful saving of rags. This 
seems petty, of course, but the money derived 
from the sale proves ample for the yearly 
replenishment of cooking utensils. 

In an average well-ordered household where 
all the cooking is done at home. there should 
be little or no material to find its way to the 
garbage can. 

With the numerous uses for bread crumbs 


in modern cookery, surely no scrap of bread : 


need be wasted, and there are dozens of de- 
licious desserts to be made from cake crumbs, 
without ever suggesting the old-fashioned and 
not always appetizing pudding of our grand- 
mother’s cuisine. Scraps of meat or poultry 
should either find their way to the stock pot 
for the daily supply of soup, indispensible 
in all modern households, or be pounded to 
a paste in a mortar and seasoned to furnish 
appetizing sandwiches for the next day’s 
lunches, or if a household is so dismal as to 
possess no school children, there are always 
numerous ways to make use of potted meats. 

Bones, too, have a market value. Indeed, 
in the southwestern part of the city a feeble 
old man may be daily seen on his bone-col- 
lecting tour, selling them, I think he told me, 
for 2 cents a pound and thereby helping quite 
materially to eke out a support for his fam- 
il 


y. 

The greatest civilizer of modern times is 
the Sloyd system of manual training which 
is being introduced into our public schools. 
When every school girl is taught to cook and 
sew and manage the affairs ofa household 
ecnomically and well. we shall find many of 
our vexed social problems gradually solving 
themselves, 

Scientific mothers no longer réck their 
babies, and the rhyme might be revised to 
suit modern ideas and stump orators might 


tell us that ‘‘The hand that cooks the dinner = 


is the hand that rules the world.’ 

* When will womankind, whose infallible topic 
of conversation and lament is the servant 
question, realize that in taking crude material 
and evolving therefrom skillful housemaids 
they are doing.the most useful of city mis- 
sionary work, which will result not only in 
domestic peace for themselves, but will be a 
lasting benediction to their employés, Handed 
down from generation to generation. 

' It is individual effort on the college settle- 
ment plan, and what more sacred and blessed 
work can there be than the education and up- 
building of the masses? It is the only prac- 
tical and enduring solution of the poverty

HILL ON PATERNALISM. 
Senator David B. Hill may, or may 


“not, be the smartest man in “York 


State,” but he certainly is a man of 
recognized ability, and got elected 
Senator while a poor man, which was 
an achievement that Grover Cleveland 
could never have accomplished with 
all of his Wall-street backing. Mr. 
Hill was recently asked his opinion on 
‘the Raines liquor law, and in reply 
wrote a letter which clearly shows the 
drift of the times toward legislation of 
a sumptuary character. He seems to 
think that the advocates of broad and 


liberal laws have been pushed into the 


background by the inaugurators of a 
paternal system of government, to a 
degree that prognosticates no good for 
the people of the Empire State. Com- 
menting on the liquor law of that 


State, he says: 

“Bxcise legislation has been enacted 
so arbitrary and unreasonable that the 
citizen may well inquire whether all 
his natural rights have been forfeited 
to the State. Exorbitant license fees 
hhave been authorized, virtual monopo- 
Vies have been created in the liquor- 
‘gelling business; every just principle 
of taxation has been violated in order 
to deprive localities of excise moneys 
properly belonging to them, and to 
build up a huge State liquor machine; 
improper discriminations have been 
sanctioned between the meals and re- 
sorts of millionaires and those of poor 
men; the prinicple of home rule in ex- 
cise matters has been set aside or 
pee unusual methods of trial and 
judicial procedure have been provided 
for; severe penalties have been author- 
ized for trivial offenses—all this has 
‘been done, not merely in the interest 
of political selfishness, but in defer- 
ence to a spirit of fanaticism—intol- 
erant and arrogant in its exactions— 
which under the pretense of regulating 
legitimate business, annoys, perse- 
cutes and oppresses peaceful citizens 
jn the enjoyment of their inherent 
right, ‘Our public schools have been 
invaded in the temperance crusade, 
which has been carried on whereby to 
more completly stop the consumption 
of harmless beverages, our teachers 
are compelled by law, under penalty 
of forfeiture of public moneys, to teach 
during a number of hours each week 
upon the mooted question of the in- 
jurious effects of such beverages upon 
the human system. Was ever a more 
ridiculous law enacted in a free State? 
But not-content with such invasions of 
our personal rights, it is now seriously 
proposed to establish a system of of- 
ficial espionage over our social clubs 
in order that excise laws may be more 
strictly enforced. There is seemingly 
a spirit abroad that cares little about 
the prevention of murders, robberies, 
thefts, and assaults—apparently view- 
ing these heinous offenses with much 
complacency—but which clamorously 
insists that the police power of our 


_ great cities shall be largely directed 


‘to. the detection of petty violations of 
sumptuary laws.” |

BLOOD-STAINED 


POINTS OF MERCHAND’S MARCH 
THROUGH HOSTILE AFRICA. 


His Expedition Burned Every Vil- 
lage on the Manyanga Road 
and Killed Many Natives. 


A FIGHT WITH MOBYALLA. 


THE CHIEF IS BEATEN AND HIS 
HEAD COMES OFF, 


No Quarter, but Slaughter—Blacks 
Who Shoot with Guns as One 
Would Point a Stick—Other 
Expeditions Reported, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRR.] 

BRAZZAVILLE (Africa,) Jan. 31.— 
(Correspondence. of the Assoviated 
Press, wired from San Francisco, April 
11.] I have been waiting many days for 
some authentic news from Merchand’s 
expedition. The leaders were at Braz- 
zaville when I arrived on the coast, but 
the road between Manyanga and Braz- 
zaville, a distance of about seventy-five 
miles, was closed on account of wars 
among the natives, and Merchand’s 
mén could not get their 3000 loads up 
to Brazzaville to proceed on their jour- 
ney up the Mobangie River toward 
the equator. As a last. resort, Mer- 
chand burned every village on the Man- 
yanga road, killing a few hundred na- 
tives and taking all their available 
food. 

In coming up from the coast, we 
learned that forty natives had stopped 
two white men and their carriers at 
the crossing of the Quello River. We 
‘were in no mood to be stopped, as our 
food supply was nearly. exhausted, we 
‘having. been delayed on the road by 
severe rains which had overflowed the 
rivers and creeks. So when the natives 
stopped us, we loaded our rifies before 
them, advancing threateningly. and 
told them that the first one who inter- 
fered would be shot. We passed 
{through the blockade with the carriers 
and supplies without any difficulty. 

Upon arriving at Brazzaville we 
found Merchand making preparations 
to go to the relief of the men at the 
Quello River crossing. This was a pre- 
text of declaring war against the na- 
tives. The details of the battles were 
received from one of his soldiers, who 
returned here. The first real skirmish 
was with a chief named Mobyalla, who, 
or some of his tribe, killed a #¥rench 
soldier about a year ago. Merchand’s 
men marched on the village. Mobyalla 
showed resistance, but his flintlocks 
were not equal to the modern rifles. 
Mobyalla was wounded, and his head 
was cut off and brought to Brazzaville. 
The natives say over one hundred men 
were killed in this village, but Mer- 
chand’s soldiers assert that the number 
was not more than twenty-five or fifty. 
After the battle the village was burned. 

Continuing their march, the villages 
along the Manyanga road were sur- 
rounded at night, and as daylight ap- 
peared, the natives were awakened by 
he blast of a trumpet. As they.came 
out of their huts they were shot down 
on all sides. Village after village was 
destroyed in manner, ‘no quarter 
being given. “The natives © clay 
balls in their.-old muskets, having 
burned them dry to about the consist- 
ency of brick. ‘In shooting they do’not 
put the gun to thé shoulder or look 
along the sight, but point at the object 
as one would with a stick, and then 
fire. Several of Merchand’s men were 
struck by these clay balls, but were 
not wounded seriously. | : 

They arrived at Loango, on the coast, 
July 24, 1896. Merchand and some of 
the white officers came direct to Braz- 
zaville, but the main body did not 
succeed in getting here until January 
12. Preparations are now making to 
continue the march up the Mobangie

The late 
word from ‘him is that his expedition 
is short of provisions and his position 
critical. 

The object of the Merchand expedi- 
tion is to march to the headwaters of 
the Mobangie, cross over to the head- 
waters of the Nile and attack the 
Dervishes or Arabs, while Capt. Dha- 


point. The expeditions, while endeav- 
oring to conquer the Arabs, will also 
look after the French interests in this 
section and checkmate the English in 
attempts to occupy the territory.

Two.Greatest Verses. 
EV. DR. DAY, pastor of the 
R First Congregational Church, took 
as his text, in the morning, the 
two verses, Genesis i, 1, and John iil, 


16, which he declared to be the two 


verses in the Bible that stand ‘as vast 
mountain peaks, towering above all 

other uplifting peaks. The first, “In 
the beginning God created the heaven 
and the earth,” is the keynote and the 
germ of all that has been truthfully, 
written or can be known of this ma- 
terial universe. Whether the processes 
have been those of evolution or devel- 
opment or some other, hitherto unsus- 
pected, nothing! less than such a state- 
ment as this can ultimately satisfy 
thoughtful minds concerning their first 
cause. . 

Genesis i, 1 is an example of the 
scriptural method of dealing with fun- 
damental principles, The greater facts 
of God and man, the universe and 
heaven it does not explain; it simply 
tells us what to do about them; so 
with the problem of sin, the incarna- 
tion, and what, in the understanding 
of the Almighty, took place on _ the 
cross, God consented, chose, projected, 
shaped. 

But Genesis is not complete without 
this declaration in John. ‘“‘God so loved 
the world that He gave His only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in Him, shuld not perish, but have 
everlasting life.’ A lofty conception 
of might must open the way for a 
worthy idea of mercy. What God was 
great enough to call into being, He is 
good enough to love unto the end, If 
God so loved the world—that is, man— 
then man has that in him which gives 
ample grounds fer such love and such 
sacrifice. and what an appeal is here 
that every man should keep himself 
worthy of that love. : 

In this sixteenth verse of the third 
chapter of John, is revealed the fact 
that love is as truly a force in the 
universe as are electricity or gravi- 
tation. Here also is the strongest pos-~- 
sible language is the declaration that 
man needed a divine redemption; and 
also, that the Infinite saw no other way 
except by what was comprehended in 
the incarnation by which human re- 
demption might be accomplished. If 
the Master meant what He said, here 
is sufficient reason for all the ‘solici- 
tude, the cost and the care of Chris- 
tian men and women for leading their 
fellow-men to Christ, as an only and 
sufficient Savior. If He meant what He 
said, what a terrible thing is it to 
teach men that they need no personal 
Savior, no redemption, no forgive- 
ness. 


Christ's Last Words, 
EV. DR. J. S. THOMSON, pastor 
of Unity Church, preached a ser- 
mon on “The Last Seven Words of 
Christ upon the Cross,” from the two 
texts, ‘Truly, this man was a god’s 
son,” Mark xv, 39; “Really this man 
was virtuous,” Luke xxiii, 47. 
His first word was a prayer that God 
would forgive His brutal executioners 
‘on account of their ignorance. -Christ 
fulfilled His own doctrine of love for 
enemies. His second word was His 
assertion that the penitent thief would 
go into the paradise of the intermediate 
state. His third word was His will 
in favor of His mother. She was to 
have a home with the beloved disciple. 
His fourth word was His cry for drink. 
He felt that the inflow of the water of 
life had stopped. Then His fifth word 
arose from the loneliest heart in the 
universe. He lost the sense of the di- 
vine presence. His sixth word was 
the shout of victory. “It is finished.’’ 
He had kept God’s will, and done -His 


work. He had planted the seeds of: 


the new dispensation. He had given the 
world the divine example. His gospel 
would win the hearts and consciences 
of the race. As His seventh and last 
word, He commended His ghost into 
the hands of God. Christ’s last words 
were serious and suggestive. He said 
nothing about a trinity, total deprav- 
_{ity, the fall man,— j 
ing, an eternal hell.

He prayed for His execution- 
ers; -He showed the value of repent- 
ance; He provided for His mother; He

ne denials of 
extre Christian radicalism, and even 
. behind the doctrine of universal salva- | 
tion, which we preach side by side with 
God’s love. Because this most power- 
ful of all truths has been: hid in the 
world, it shall remain till all is leav- 
ened. A theology built around the 
word father finds no equal in power, 
and goes steadily on to victory. It 
shall be known in its fruits, not in 
the outward growth of such a church 
as espouses its cause, the visible suc- 
cess of the mission of such a body, or 
the financial condition which adheres 
to every institution, but in the direct 
influence it has on the character and 
life of men of all classes everywhere. 
The fact appears that non-professors 
of Christianity are as ready to ratify 
noble enterprises as those who are 
Christian in name. The power of such 
theology is also seen in that it de- 
velops the latent forces of humanity, 
being the only motive that touches 
the well-spring of character, looking 
outward to generosity, and life, and 
not inwardly to selffishness and death. 
In spite of all obstacles this theology 
of heart shall leaven the world. 


Wise Church Builders, 

T THE morning service of the 
fA Central Presbyterians in Y.M.C.A.

Savior. Too much  upbuilding of 
churches today puts value on quantity 
at the expense of quality. The great 
thing is not a larger church, but a 
better one. For if we can have a better

THE PRIMITIVE PROCESS OF EX- 
TRACTING CAMPHOR GUM, | 


Bertilion Writes of the Decreasing 
Population of France—Secret of 
Proper Breathing — Chance for 
an Inventor, 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, April 3.—Camphor is 
exclusively a product of Japan. The 
camphor tree thrives only in particular 
localities, which are usually within 
reach of the sea atmosphere. They 
must face to the south, and have an 
average yearly temperature of above 15 
deg. C. The tree grows slowly—about 
one and a half inches a year—but at- 
tains a great size, forty feet in circum- 
ference being not an unusual dimen- 
sion. After the trees have attained a 
bearing age; that is, about forty years, 
the yield per cho—about two and a 
half acres—is equal to $10,000 (silver) a 
year. Since the supply of camphor has 
fallen off, and the material has risen 
in price, the camphor trees have been 
felled so indiscriminately that at pres- 
ent, except in state forests and in the 
premises of Shinto shrines, there are 
practically no available camphor trees. 
The supply of raw material is now 
barely kept up by digging roots and 
stumps of trees cut down decades ago, 
after the manner of the owners of West 
Indian logwood properties who in. late 
years have made fortunes by digging 
up and shipping for dye the roots and 
Stumps of logwood trees “chipped” by 
their ancestors. Another source of 
camphor supply is the trees which have 
been cut down surreptitiously in state 
forests. Camphor refiners and mer- 
chants are now looking to Formosa, 
where a considerable extent of camphor 
forests is found. The manufacture of 
the crude camphor is most primitive. 
It consists in steaming the thin chips 
of the wood in a wooden cask set down 
over an iron pot, the steam holding 
camphor in a gaseous state, being con- 
veyed through a bamboo pipe to a set 
of two rectangular wooden receptacles, 
placed one within the other. In these 
the steam is condensed and the cam- 
phor solidified. The chips are steamed 
about twenty-four hours, and then re- 
placed by fresh chips, this process con- 
tinuing for ten to fifteen days. When 
the receptacle becomes’ thoroughly 
cooled, the solid camphor deposited in 
the lower compartment of the upper re- 
ceptacle is scraped off. The deposits 
vary greatly according to the relative 
excellence of the quality of the raw ma- 
terial, the average yield being about 
twenty-six pounds. There is no divis- 
ion of labor, as one man dgbtains the 
supply of chips and tends the furnace. 
The making of crude camphor is, in 
fact, a by-work of the Japanese farmer 
during the winter season, when he has 
‘very little else to do. After the depos- 
its have been transferred to a ‘‘drip- 
ping-tub,” and left there three days, to 
separate the water and oil from the 
camphor, the crude material is packed 
into another tub, which’ holds 160 
pounds, and is ready for export. Crude 
camphor contains on an average 10 to 
15 per cent. of camphor oil, which 
yields, in turn, about 50 per cent. of 
camphor. This is separated by freezing 
the oil with a mixture of salt and ice. 
The process of camphor making is as 
wasteful as it is crude. It is estimated 
that only 2 per cent. of the camphor is 
obtained from the chips. The introduc-

THE WOOD-ALCOHOL INDUSTRY. 
It is not generally known that over 
60 per cent. of wood may be converted 
into liquid. The strongest -hydraulic 
pressure would not squeeze % of 1 per 
cent. of moisture from dry wood, but by 
putting the same material into an iron 
retort and converting it into charcoal 
by means of heat, the gases and smoke, 
to the extent of fully 65 per cent. of the 
weight of the wood may be condensed 


and from it are obtained wood alcohol, 
acetate of lime, and wood tar. A cord 
of wood, weighing 4000 pounds, pro- 
duces about 260 pounds of pyroligne- 
ous acid and 700 pounds of charcoal. 
The pyroligneous acid from one cord 
of wood produces nine gallons of 82 
per cent. crude wood alcohol, 200 pounds 
of acetate of lime, and about twenty- 
five gallons of tar, besides about thirty- 
five bushels of charcoal. 

After the pyroligneous acid is neutra- 
lized with lime the wood alcohol is dis- 
tilled off, the lime holding the acetic 
acid in solution. After the separation 
of the wood spirit the remaining liquid 
is boiled down in open pahs to a sugar, 
which is dried and becomes the acetate 
of lime of commerce. -Acetate of lime 
is used for making acetic acid. Fully 
three-fifths of all the wood alcohol and 
acetate of lime produced in the world 
are made in the United States. Fully 
15,000 acres per year are cleared for 
this purpose; Wood alcohol affords a 
perfect substitute for grain alcohol for 
manufacturing an mechanical pur- 
poses, and at less than one-third the 
cost. It is used principally as a 
solvent in the making of shellac var- 
nish; in making celluloid, photographic 
paper, etc. It makes many beautiful 
dye tints. It is antiseptic, and much 
used for liniments and for skin rubbing 
in bath houses.

BREATHING PROPERLY. 

The great secret of both singing and 
speaking without fatigue is breathing 
properly. A woman writer has tried to 
bribe her sex into exerting themselves 
to attain good breathing by promising 
that there is nothing which so surely 
creates and preserves a round, slender 
waist. The great point is to develop 
an “active chest;’” that is, the chest 
ought to be lifted two-thirds of the 
time one is awake. Watch the great- 
est of singers. Watch Jean de Reszke 
carefully, and you will note that he 
preserves the high chest from the be- 
ginning to the end of the opera. It 
is only when the last note is sung, and 
he leaves the stage that his chest is 
allowed to drop. Proper breathing and 
the habit of. keeping the chest up will 
maintain all the internal organs in their 
proper place, and prevent unsightly 


In teaching 
this most essential branch of hygienic 
tfaining, the instructions are to walk 
across the room three times—first 
throwing up the window—hold up the 
chest, and at the same time breathe 
deeply from the abdomen.

Experiments Being Made with Dry 
Washers—First Wedding in the 
Camp to be Publicly Celebrated, 
Assault Case in Justice Court. 


RANDSBURG, . April 9.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The Wedge mine is 
proving more and more a bonanza, for 
its owners. The shaft is now being 
sunk deeper and the ore body is im- 
proving with depth. At 200 feet the 
ore body is eight feet thick and an as- 
say from the best of it yesterday 
showed $1447 per ton. The ledge has 
now straightened up to nearly £0 deg. 
and from present appearances will be 
almost vertical in a little while. Rich 
ore is shown in the drifts and the 
superintendent says the outlook in the 
mine was never better. Work goes on 
continually with three shifts of eight 
hours each, and from present indica- 
tions the Wedge mine bids fair to 
demonstrate what every mining man 
wants to know, whether these mines 
go down or not. 

Equally encouraging is the outlook on 
the Kenyon, adjoining on the west, and 
very rich ore is being taken from that 
mine, although the work is not pushed 
toy the same extent as in the Wedge. 

Rich ore is reported. from the Eclipse 
to the east of the Val Verde group and 
@ good many people are visiting that 
locality. 

The Randsburg Mining and Milling 
Company will start up the mill at 
Cuddabach. Lake tomorrow on ore from 
the Val Verde. The vein in the. Val 
Verde is seven feet in thickness, so 
that it is easily mined. H. C. Hollis- 
ter, a Los Angeles man, has a con- 
tract to deliver seven tons of ore from 
this mine to the mill at Cuddabach, 
and another ty has a ocntract to 
deliver a similar amount. They for- 
merly burned coal in the engine, which 
cost on an average about $12 a day

Use of Magnets in Surgery—Arc.

Telephone Service — Electricity

NEW YORK, April 7.—~Hamburg, 
Ger., is fortunate in possessing a trol- 
ley-car system which shows. that 
many of the objections to the trolley 
can be removed by proper manage- 


ment, and several of the details of | 


the operation of its lines, which have 
been worked out with. great care, are 
well worthy of notice. The current is 
Supplied in sections; red poles, to, in- 
dicate the divisions, being fixed about 
a quarter of a mile apart. In these 
poles are fixed switches, by means of 
Which firemen or motormen or con- 
ductors can cut off the current in any 
particular section if necessary. In such 
case passengers have simply to walk 
on to the next section and continue 
their journey. When a wire breaks it 
can be cut off by the motorman, who, 
like the firemen, is provided with shears 
and rubber gloves. When telephone 
wires cross the trolley wires, the lat- 
ter cre protected with wood casing to 
avert danger in case of accident to 
the former. A fire hose can be carried 
aeross the track by means of a small 
iron bridge, without interfering with 
the traffic. The speed is regulated from 
three and three-quarters miles an 
hour in the busier parts of the city to 
about eleven and one-quarter miles in 
the suburbs. An official map is pub- 
lished showing the speed allowed on 
the different routes, and indicators are 
fixed outside each car for the infor- 
mation of the police, who have to 
regulate the traffic. The cars are pro- 
voided with bells of distinctive sound, 
and at night, with brilliant headlights. 
One provision of the Hamburg’ local 
laws is directed at an abuse which ex- 
ists in many cities of this country, 
where a coal or other wagon that is un- 
loading itsfreight can, with impunity 
keep a whole line of cars waiting on 
the track. Should a driver of a cart or 
other vehicle not move from the track 
on hearing the warning bell, whether 
his vehicle is simply impeding the traf- 
fic, or traveling on the track, he may 
be fined for obstruction. The same rule 
applies to the drivers of carriages, etc., 
standing at the sides of narrow streets 
where there is not the regulation dis- 
tance between curb and rail. The at- 
tempt to find a successful fender has, 
so far, failed in Germany, as it has 
in America. If an accident happens 
the company is bound to report it, and 
an official investigation is held. The 
onus of proof is thrown on the com- 
pany, who are liable for - damages. 
There is a public insurance. fund 
against accidents. The poles and wires 
are not unsightly, and the inhabi- 
tants do not consider them objection- 
able. Nevertheless, a provision is made 
in the franchise of the company that 
they can adopt any other electrical 
system, should it be found desirable 
to abandon the trolley. The drivers 
have to ergo a special training and 
examination as to efficiency and en- 
gineering knowledge, and certain requi- 
sites of physique and intelligence have 
to be met. Should a driver be proved 
guilty of negligence, he may be fined 
a2 maximtum penalty of $225, or im- 
prisoned for a term not exceeding three 


A LARGE MAGNET. 

Almost everybody knows that the 
best. way of extracting metal particles 
from the eye is by the use of a hand 

et. The idea, however, of employ- 
ing for this purpose a, magnet of suffi- 
cient power to lift sixteen pounds, 
seems, at first, somewhat hard to com- 
prehend,:but such an “eye-doctor” has 
been found the best adapted to the 
requirements of a New York hospital. 
The eye is brought close to the magnet, 
which is twenty-four inches long, and 
if the particle of métal is merely ad- 
hering to the surface of the eyeball, 
instead of penetrating the tissue, it 
leaps, in a twinkling, from the eyeball 
to the magnetic surface. It is, how- 
ever, in cases in which the metal is 
embedded in the eye that the ‘special 
usefulness of the powerful magnet is, 
seen. In such cases, the gouge or bis- 
toury has to be used, and formerly the 
surgeon was unable to locate the speck, 
and often had to cause the patient 
great pain, even when the eye had been 


cocainized, before the extraction could } 


be Now, theeskereabouts ef the 
foreiga substance is told in a second. 
The attraction of the magnet causes 
the surface of the eyeball beneath 
which the bit of metal is lodged to 
bulge out, showing the exact position 
of the particle, and the surgeon inserts 
his instrument without’ the slightest 
fear of. Having made a mistake. 

ARC LIGHT IN PHOTOGRAPHY. 

The arc light has been turned to good 
account in a camera club in England, 
where there are probably about a hun- 
dred days in the year when the sun 
can be seen. *Fhe club has a special 
plant for photographio printing by ar- 
tificial light. In one room there is 
fitted up a twenty-ampere arc lamp, 
by means of which a large number of 
photographs can be printed at once and 
at any time. This lamp has been care- 
fully devised to meet the needs of 
photographers. It is suspended by a, 
bottle-jack apparatus, which gives it a 
slow rotating motion, purposely a lit- 
tle eccentric and alternate in direction. 
The object of this is to secure the elim- 
ination of the effect of any imperfec- 
tions in the glass or shadows or vari- 
able reflection of the lamp shade, and 
the circular reflectors. As this lamp 
burns with great steadiness, its light 
is practically a fixed quantity, and, 
therefore, when the right time-to print 
from a negative is found, it is easy to 
print again without-.the trouble of 
continually looking to see whether the 
print is done. All that is necessary is 
to take the time of the trial print and 
give the next the same exposure. Pho- 
tographers will appreciate exactly 
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what this means, and what a wide field 
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for experiment and observation is 

opened when an unvarying light can be 

insured to print with. 

TELEPHONE SERVICE IN AMER- 
ICA. ‘ 

The extraordinary growth of the tele- 
phone service in America is shown in 
some figures brought out in the course 
of a recent inquiry as to the desirabil- 
ity of regulating the rates and super- 
vising the service of telephone compa- 
nies in Massachusetts. In this country 
there are twelve conversations per year 
on the average to every one of the pop- 
ulation, while in Europe there are only 
two. The United States, with a popu- 
lation, according to the census of 1890, 
of 62,622,250, maintains 325,810 telephone 
stations, or one to every 192 of the pop- 
ulation. The combined population of 
Europe,.according to the census of 1890, 
is 354,957,776, and they maintain 336,037 
telephone stations, or one to every 970 
of the population. The conversations 
over the telephone in the United States 
amount to 757,000,000 per year; in Eu- 
rope they amount to 767,109,824. In other 
words, in the United States the num- 
ber of telephones used is more than five 
times as great, according to the popu- 
lation, than those used in the countries 
of Europe, and the number of conversa- 
tions per capita of the population in the 
United States is six times as great as in 
Europe. France, with a population of 
38,343,192, is using 29,500 telephones, or 
one to every 1300 of the population; that 
is, France, with a population eight 
times as great as that of the six New 
England States, is using «fewer tele- 
phones than the people of New Eng- 
land.. Massachusetts, according to the 


census of 1895, had a population of 2,- 


500,183, and there are 26,315 telephones 
in use, or one to every ninety-five of 
the population. Sweden, where the 
telephone is more generally used than 
in any other country of Europe, has.but 
one telephone to every 136 of the popu- 
lation. London has a population of 
about 5,600,000, with 8000 exchange tel- 
ephone instruments, or one to to about 
700 of the population, while Boston, 
with a population of 496,920, according 
to the census of 1895, has 9037 tele- 
phones, or one to every fifty-five of the 
population... It is generally admitted 
that telephone service in this country 
is better than anywhere else in the 
world. The telephone operator in Lon- 
don receives from 9 to 17 shillings per 
week, $4.25 being the highest price paid; 
while in Boston the average paid to the 
telephone operator is more than $8 per 
week. A lineman in-London receives 
from 29 to 34 shillings a week, $8 a week 
being the highest price paid, while the 
average price paid in Boston is $13 per 
week. In Paris, the average pay of an 
operator is $19.50 per month; of an in- 
spector $1.17 per day; and of a lineman 
95 cents per day. The fact which per- 
haps more than many others interests 
the American public is that the average 
cost per call from exchange and toll 
station instruments—taking the New 
England States as a standard—is 2% 
cents. The cost to the subscriber ten 
years ago was nearly 5 cents per call. 
In other words, the subscriber pays to- 
day on the average for the use of his 
instrument only about one-half what he 
paid ten years ago. Bach year the cost 
per call decreases, and it is a fair as- 
sumption that if there is the same ra- 
tio of increase in the number of calls 
during the next ten years the cost to 
the subscriber at the end of that period 
may be but a trifle over 1 cent. 
ELECTRICITY DIRECT 
HEAT. 

A most important step has been taken 
in the derivation of electricity direct 
from heat. A thermo-generator has 
been invented, in which the flame of, 
a Bunsen gas-burner does all the work 
of producing electricity. The genera- 
tor measures about six inches in 
height, and about one-third more in 
diameter. In principle it is a thermo- 
pile, and the electric current is pro- 
duced by the effect of heat upon what 
may be termed an armature composed 
of couples of metal of a certain com- 
position. These couples are arranged 


FROM 


in layers, separated by asbestos around } 


a hollow core. The several layers are 
connected in series by terminal wires. 
The whole forms a cylinder, which is 
covered with cement and thoroughly 
baked,. the temperature in the last 
stage reaching 280 deg. A metal covér 
is-then added, and a second cylinder 
placed about the first, and the genera- 
tor is ready for work. It can be placed 
on a bracket, or screwed into the wall 
at any convenient spot. This genera- 
tor is designed for the supply of small 
currents for which batteries are now 
employed. It is applicable to telegraph 
and telephone work, railway signals, 


electric bells, driving fan motors, sew- 


ing machines, medical and dental ap- 
paratus, and a variety of other uses. 


“As an instance of the value of the in- 


vention, the ease of persons who have 
hitherto been deterred from using elec- 
tric fans because of the difficulty of 
getting current may be given. All 
that such persons need now do is to 
attach a rubber tube to a gas-burner 
and lead it to the Bun&Séen burner in 
the generator. As soon as the Bunsen 
burner is lighted the generation of 
electricity begins, and it will go on 
for an indefinite period. The output 
of the generator is 5 amperes at 2% 
volts with a consumption of 2% cubic 
feet of gas per hour. If there is no 
gas, the generator can be operated by 
an oil burner. A large cable company 
is said to have substituted the genéra- 
tor for batteries, with a saving of 
seven-eighths in the cost of producing 
the current for working their ocean 
cables.

This affair was well planned and well 
d‘rected, and its phenomenal success 
is a matter of record both at home and 
abroad. Too much credit cannot be 
given to the association that fathered 
it, and to those gentlemen who worked 
so faithfully and so laboriously for 
the success which crowfied their ef- 
forts. 

“On December 9, 1896, your president 
was. requested by the board of direc- 
‘tors to appoint a delegate to represent 
this body at the Fifth National Irriga- 
tion Congress, which convened in the 


_}ecity of Phoenix, Ariz., on the 15th day 


of that month, and C. B. Boothe was 
appointed.for that mission. The board’s 
representative, during the trip from 
this city to Phoenix, was chosen chair- 
man of the California delegation; and, 
at the opening of the convention, re- 
signed that position to accept the office 
of president of the congress, to which 
he had beén unanimously elected. ~ 
'“On the same date your directors, at 
the request of the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, Brooklyn, N. Y., indorsed a 
movement for. the establishment of a 
department of commerce and manufac- 
tures, with the chief thereof as a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet. That this subject 
is attracting attention in different parts 
of the country is evidenced by the fact 
that when your directors were consid- 
ering the matter they had before them 
another communication, from _ the 
Board of Trade, Louisville, Ky., asking 
for action in the same direction. It c 
scarcely be doubted that the existence 
of a department in the national govern- 
ment for the care and development of 
commerce and manufactures would 


| prove of.great value to those interests. 


On the same date action was again 
taken favoring the passage of the Tor- 
rey Bankruptcy Bill, your directors be- 
lieving that the passage of a national 
bankruptcy law will ultimately serve 
the best interests of the business .com- 
munity throughout the United States. 

“On March 10, 1897, your directors in- 
dorsed the movement for the taking of 
a special city census under the author- 
ity of the “Census Bill” recently passed 
by the State Legislature. This census 
will be of very great value to the city. 
Without it, we should continue for sev- 
eral years to come to be reported as a 
city of about fifty thousand inhab- 
itants, in accordance with the census 
of 1890. It will establish, also, a basis 
for better postal service, something 
which will benefit all. This movement 
was inaugurated by our postmaster, 
Gen. John R. Mathews, to whom great 
credit is due for the earnest and per- 
sistent labors. _ 

“On March 18, 1897, your directors in- 
dorsed a movement which is of more 
than common interest to every citizen. 
I refer to the effort now being mad® by 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, and others, to secure the con- 
struction of a boulevard between Los 
Angeles. and ‘Pasadena. The committees 
having the matter in-charge have, so 
far, met with the greatest encourage- 
ment. Success in this direction will 
mean further effort for similar work, of 
which we cannot have too much. If 
there is one result for which the people 
of Southern California should strive 
above all others, it is for better roads. 

“A few days ago your directors, by 
resolution, indorsed the efforts of the 
citrus growers of this section to secure 
the levying of such a tariff on all cit- 
rus fmuts imported into this country 
as wiliSplace them, in the home mar- 
kets, upon an equality -with the for- 


It seems to me univer- 
sally conceded that this tariff should 


not be less than 1 cent per pound. Most

of us have some knowledge of the cit- 
rus-fruit industry, but I think fewer 
realize the vast importance of it to 
the present and future prosperity of 
the great West. California alone has 
525,000 acres in citrus trees, and many 
thousands of her citizens are dependent 
thereon for their living. We cannot 
afford to have the subject slighted. The 


may be conservatively placed at $6,000,- 
000. With proper protection how long, 
think yous would it take to double this 
value? Not many years. , 

“It was the pleasure of your presi- 
dent, at the request of the oil consum- 
ers of the city, to appoint two of our 
members, Messrs. A. B. Cass and C. H. 
Long, to represent the board upon a 
committee of ten, composed of two oil 
producers, two oil consumers, and two 
from each of the three commercial 
bodies, to’ consider the matter of the 
city ordinanee regulating the production 
and handling of oil, and to suggest to 
the City Council any changes they 
might deem essential. This industry 
has grown to wonderful proportions, 
and is a great factor in the growth 
and prosperity of Southern California 
and the State at large. Are you aware 
that the output of oil in Los Angeles 
during 1896 amoumted to about 720,000 
barrels? These figures are from official 
sources. Sifch an enterprise as this 
is worthy of the greatest consideration 
on the part of our city fathers. I am 
sure that we can trust them, while 
having in mind the safety and welfare 
of all the people and other branches 
of trade and commerce, to so regulate 
the laws governing the production and 
distribution of oil that they will not be 
needlessly burdensome upon those di- 
rectly interested, or tend to injure or 
retard the growth of the industry. Any 
such action would be most unfortunate, 
as it would be felt by many manufac- 
turing enterprises in this section now 
dependent, practically, upon oil for 
fuel. 

“The final settlement—we hope it is 
final—of the location of our deep-sea 
harbor, is a matter for congratulation. 
We want a harbor; no one @isputes 
that. Even those who would have pre- 
ferred that it be located at some other 
point than San Pedro can rejoice with 
us all that our needs have been recog- 
nized by the government. We can 
surely hope that the work on this 
‘much-needed improvement will not be 
long delayed, and that any hesitancy 
now apparent will be overcome with- 
out serious doss of time or other mis- 
fortune. 

“From the secretary’s report you will 
observe that the board holds its own as 
regards membership, a good indication 
in these times. It is also interesting to 
note that the average percentage of 
settlements for the year past was 
58%. This,-you will agree with me, isa 
most creditable showing. 

“In conclusion I may add that we are 
still on the ‘up-grade.’ With such pos- 
sibilities and prospects before us as 
the construction of the deep-sea harbor, 
the Salt Lake Railroad, the Nicaragua 
Canal and the passage of the Dingley 
Tariff Bill. with its effect upon local 
productions, we cannot but become a 
center of great commercial importance

RS. KYLE’S BROOM. 

The Cook’s Twenty-dollar Piece and 

Her Confidence in Br’er Bel- 


lamy’s Ghostly Pranks Disap- 
peared Simultaneously.

The colored troops were in evidence 
in Justice Morrison’s court yesterday, 
the occasion being the trial of George 
Bellamy, colored, spiritualist, prestigi- 
tateur, occult scientist and white- 
washer.

Mrs. Kylé is employed as a k in 
a West Twenty-eighth-street household 
and is more or less susceptible to spir- 
itualistic influences. Another colored 
Servant of the family, One Robinson, 
had from time to time regaled her with 
stories of ‘the wonders performed by his 
friend Bellamy, and, to make good ghese 
a¢ecounts, the later had called and 
shown her “‘a few little tricks.” Among 
the most startling of these was ~the 
trick of the dancing broom, where Bel- 
lamy made an ordinary house broom 
stand up, lie down and dance about the 
kitchen at his command to the spirits. 
It is reported that the credulous old 
cook’s eyes fairly bulged out of their 
sockets as she saw her familiar old 
broom get up from its place behind the 
kitchen wood-box, stalk across. the 
floor, balance to “Medium” Bellamy, 
and then waltz back to its corner with 
an air of duty wel) performed. 

Other tricks were performed by the 
invisible wraiths at ‘Bellamy’s behest, 
and the great man became a prime fa- 
vorite with Mrs. Kyle, her buxom 
daughter, and the Robinson servants, 
who ocupied quarters in the stable back 
of the kitchen. So solid was her con- 
fidence in him that Mrs. Kyle on one 
occasion entrusted him with a $20 gold 
Piece which .she wished to have 
changed. Robinson accompanied Bel- 
lamy to a neighboring saloon, where 
the “medium” purchased two-bits’ 
worth of whisky and then made a bold 
proposition to Robinson to divide the 
change. Robinson protested, and forced 
the scientist to return the money to 
Mrs. Kyle. He did so reluctantly, but 
afterward, it is alleged, entered her pri- 
vate apartment and “abstracted” the 
amount.

That in making such reduction 
your Retrenchment Committee re- 
ported that on July 1 next the salaries 
of said deputies will be restored to the 
amounts heretofore existing. The well- 
grounded irony of your committee’s re- 
port is apparent when it is known that 
all of my deputies, excepting two, con- 
clude their labors for the city, July 1. 

“Feeling as I do the retrenchment of 
méager salaries received by my depu- 
ties to be an injustice, I cannot permit 
this matter-to rest without entering my 
protest against such action of the 
Council, amd at the s time. impor- 
tune you to restore the salaries as they 
originally existed. ~In consequence of 
said retrenchment the deputy collecting 
personal property tax has resigned in 
the midst of his most important work, 
much to the inconvenience of this of- 
fice. Other deputies are contemplating 
resignation. W. J. A. Smith, who is one 
of the most experienced and proficién® 
assessors in this State, and who origi- 
nated our present system ‘of books and 
maps for assessment purposes, a Sys- 
tem that is being adopted by. many of 
the counties in this State, and whose 
services in any assessor’s office are 
worth $250 per month, has the satisfac- 
tion of now receiving the munificent 
salary of $75 per month. My chief 
deputy, whose arduous duties. re- 
quire constant care and vigilance, 
while he received only a small salary, 
has suffered a $10 reduction of his sal- 
ary, and all of the other deputies a $5 
reduction. I sincerely hope, gentlemen, 


} that you will consider your former ac- 


tion in this matter and restore to my 
office deputies the salaries first fixed by 
vou. I trust that you will take this 
communication in é kindly spirit, and 
hasten to extend Tull justice to said 


deputies.”

J. H. Crimminger appeared on behalf 
of the protesting property-owners and 
Opposed the acceptance of the contract. 
e denied that the contractors had re- 
placed the work which was condemned 


by the special committee, in the proper 


way, and asked for moreptime. Coun- 
cflman Hutchison stated that in the 
judgment of the committee the work 
which they had designated to the con- 
tractor &s defective had been replaced 
satisfactorily. 

J. & Haigier, who has done the re- 
pairing on Truman street under the di- 
rection of the special committee, was 
called before the Council to answer cer- 
tain questions. Councilman Nickell 
had heard that insinuations had been 
made against the committee, and it had 
been said that some of them could be 
fixed or influenced. He had also heard 
that protesting property-owners had of-

“T find in thirteen school buildings a 
system intended for heating and ven- 
tilating the classrooms. In this system 
the warm air is supplied to the class- 
room at about seven feet from the 
floor, through conduits from the hot- 
air furnaces located in the basement 
of the building. The foul air is con- 
ducted from the classrooms by con- 
duits leading from near the base of 
the wall to a heated shaft or flue 
which extends above the top of the 
building. The air in this flue is suffi- 
ciently rarefied or expanded by heat 
to greatly lessen. its specific gravity, 
and is thereby rapidly replaced by the 
heavier alr from the elassrvoms, If 
the system is correctly designed and 
constructed in every detail there is no 
doubt that it will act well. 

“This system is so very sensitive that 
it requires a great deal of care in con- 
Struction to assure anything like sat- 
isfactory action. I will enumerate 
some of the most common causes of 
defective ventilation in buildings where 
this system has been introduced, 
viz: First, insufficiently heated ex- 
tracting flue; second, air leakage of 
the conduits or portions of the con- 
struction connecting the classrooms 
with the extracting flue; third, fric- 
tion caused by distance or angles to 
be made by the air between the class- 
rooms and the extracting flue; fourth, 
the attempt to ventilate rooms on dif- 
ferent floors or of different altitudes by 
means of one and the same flue. I re- 
gret to have to:say there is not one of 
these thirteen buildings thus attempted 
to be ventilated which has not one or 
more of these gross defects,.and some 
of them have all, consequently the 
ventilation is very defective, and, -in 
many of the buildings, undoubtedly im- 
perils the general health of the pupils. 
To epitomize I here mention the build- 
ings thus attempted tw be heated and 
ventilated.

The board agreed that the 
problem was particularly difficult to 
handle, because the cases were not re- 
ported to the health office, and accord- 
ingly it decided to have a committee of 
two. with the Health Officer, appointed 
to revise the rules governing the office,

. FAILED TO AGREE. 


The Jury in the Brady Libel Suit 
Returns No Verd@ict. 


The jurors in the suit. of Mrs. Mary 
Brady against the Times-Mirror Com- 
pany, which was tried in Department 
Three of the Superior Court, Judge 
Waldo M. York presiding, were unable 
to come to an agreement yesterday, and 
after over ten hours of deliberation, 
were discharged. 

As the arguments of counsel in the 
case had beeh concluded last Saturday 
Judge York insfructed the jury yester- 
day morning, and they retired to the 
jury-room at 10:25 o'clock. 

From the first ballot to the last the 
vote stood eight to four in favor of the 
defendant, the Times-Mirror Company. 
The eight jurors voting far the defend- 
ant were: Rhoden Scudder, H. Q. 
Blaisdell, J. O. Lamb, E. H. Royce, J 
R. McManis, Milton Y. Kellam, Alexis 
Hinckley and J. H> Vestal. The four 
who voted for the plaintiff were: C. M. 
Hayden, Roland R. Smith, John D. 
Young and George Taylor. Though 
frequent ballots were taken, the vote 
remained unchanged and at 9 o’clock in 
the evening Judge York discharged the 
jury. A vote of nine to three would 
have been sufficient to find a verdict. 

In the course of the trial, Zach Mont- 
gomery, counsel for the plaintiff, took 
occasion, by slurs and intimations, to 
endeavor to make it appear that The 
Times 1s & great corporation, engaged 
in the attempt to crush « weak and de- 
fenseless woman, When the defense 
indicated its willingness to show the 
exact ownership of the stock of the 
Times-Mirror Company, Montgomery 
violently objected. The Court ruled, 
however, that the defense had a right 
to show who the owners of stock are 
and to call them personally for the 
purpose of determining the question of 
malice. In accordance with this rul- 
ing, Col. Otis, from the witness-stand, 
ge.ve a list of all the owners of stock 
of the Times-Mirror Company; with the 
amount, of stock..held by each, as,,fol- 
lows: H. G. Otis, President, 240 shares;

WWovel Application of Electricity. 

| How an Independent Telephone 
Business Can Be Established—A 
New Rudder Motor, 


r [CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. ] 
NEW YORK, April 7.—An . Eng- 
lish electrician, who is émployed in a 
cotton factory near Moscow, Russia, 
has a quaint inventive faculty, which 
he delights to occupy in showing the 
novel things that electricity can do. 
Some time ago he invented an electrical 
detecter of sham diamonds. He has 
| now an improved apparatus for this 
purpose. The metal aluminum  pos- 
sesses the remarkable property of leav- 
ing metallic impressions on moistened 
glass, plate, or. spurious diamonds, 
while it leaves no mark of any kind on 
genuine gems. A thin aluminum disc 
is driven at a high speed by an electric 
motor, and the gems to be tested, which 
are exposed to the influence of the re- 
volving disc, are kept moist by the 
dripping of water from a glass funnel, 
This test is said to be decisive. An- 
other invention was suggested by con- 
stant trouble with the rope transmis- 
Sion in the cotton mill. Most of the 
ropes were made of cotton, the_ rest 
being of hemp. After long wear . and 
tear they would “be gradually torn 
apart, and as the parted strands usually 
became entangled with the remaining 
ropes, considerable damage was done to 
the adjoining walls, journals, pulleys 
and shaft boxes. A piece of board was 
balanced near the driving pulley, and 
fitted with a copper fork and two metal 
containing. mercury. <As:soon as 
' loose ends of the worn rope began 
to lash about they struck the board, 
the balance of which was destroyed, 
and the prongs of the metallic fork 
were plunged into the mercurial cups, 
making an electric contact, and closing 
an electric circuit. The alarm was thus 
given in the main engine room by the. 
ringing of a bell, and the engine was 
stopped until a new rope was put on. 
The main,shaft of the engine is also 
lubricated by an electrical attachment, 
and if by any chance the oil ceases to 
be delivered the upper part of the. 
bearings, an electric bell in the engine- 
room announces the fact. The temper-. 
ature of the different rooms in the fac- 
tory are regulated by a special ther- 
mostatic arrangement of great simplic- 
ity. Another invention wHich emanates 
from the same fertile source employs 
electric heat for ae thick glass 
tubes for making static machines, 
barometric tubes, etc. Every chemist 
or electrician engaged*in thjs class of 
work knows the -difficulty.of getting a 
smooth and even cut at the gxact spot 
desired. The usual procedure is to wind. 
some cotton thread,. wick, or fiber 
around the selected spot on the tube, 
moisten it with methylated spirits, and 
apply a light to it. The application of 
a few drops of cold water will then 
crack the glass. The improved method 
of accomplishing this is to clamp up the 
tube securely, put around it a ring of 
platinum wire, and turn on the current 
throush a suitable resistance.’ The tube 
is the. dropped into a vessel containing 
water, and the crack is clean and 
smooth.

THE EXPLOSIVE PROPERTIES OF 
ACETYLENE. 

A leading French scientific journal 
strongly advises those who are contem- 
Plating a trial of acetylene as an il- 
luminating agent to study a paper by 
Berthelot -and Vielle, in which these 
well-known experts of explosives have 
investigated the conditions under which 
acetylene explodes, and the precau- 
tions which should be observed in 
dealing with it.” They point out that 
acetylene is an endo-thermic com- 
pound, the decomposition of which 
into’ its elements produces about as 
much heat as the combustion of an 
equal proportion of hydrogen. It can 
be exploded by the action of fulminate 
of mercury. When. under the pressure 
of two or more atmospheres, it ex- 
hibits all the properties ordinarily ob- 
sérved in the case of. explosive mix- 
tures.. The effect of high temperatures 
and pressures increases the speed of 
decomposition as the initial pressure 
is increased. This increase is very 
rapid as the pressure at which acety- 
lene. liquifies is approached. If a re- 
ceiver is smashed by a blow, an ex- 
plosion usually follows, and a steel 
cylinder in which acetylene is stored 
has been exploded by means of a hot 
wire. Too rapid condensation of the 
gas, or the sudden opening of a stop- 
cock, the presence of a small quantity 
of water, together with calcium carbide 
in a closed vessel, and the existence 
of impurities in the carbide, have all 
been observed by Berthelot and Vielle 
to result in an explosion. As a matter 
of fact, all these risks can be guarded 
against by proper care.on the part of 
skilled chemists, who are in the habit 
of handling the most dangerous ex- 
plosives—even large quantities of ni- 
tro-glycerine, but the serious consid- 
eration which presents itself to the 
public is that the ignorant consumer 
of acetylene as an illuminant is inca- 
pable of knowing how to take these 
precautions. 
ROUTING A DRY WEATHER GOD 

IN INDIA. 

The list of native superstitions which 
have from time to time interfered with 
the introduction or operation of tele- 
graph lines in semi-civilized countries 
has received a curious addition. The

CGURRENCY LEGISLATION. The 
United States Investor thinks, there can 
be no doubt that the leading issue in 
the last election was the currency, and 
that therefore currency reform should 
have been the first work undertaken by 


the new administration. 


The following remarks from that 
journal are reproduced for the purpose 
of showing the views held by a large 
section of the financial world in the 
Hast. It should be observed that the 
manufacturers of the country are just 
as insistent that the tariff was the 
leading issue of the campaign, and that 
the first thing to be done is to restore 
duties, which is now to be done, with 
permission of the Senate: 

“The fact that: the tariff is now ab- 
sorbing the attention of the whole coun- 
try can be justified only on the ground, 
that the present deficit in the public 
revenues imperatively calls for legisla- 
tion increasing the national receipts. 
Any other position on the part of the. 
new administration is indefensible. 

“It will be recalled that when old 
Casper was asked what the battle of 
Blenheim was all about,’he could only 
reply: “It was a famous victory.” The 
country appears to be fast getting into 
the same position as regards the elec- 
tion of last November. Not since the 
éarly sixties has there been so much 
excitement in the western hemisphere 
over our public affairs as there was 
during the six months prior to Novem- 
ber 3, 1896. The issue at stake was be- 
lieved to be of a most transcendent 
character. .The destinies of the’ nation 
were considered to be at stake. 
battle was fought and the victory won, 
but the cause for which the contest was 
‘waged has received practically no men- 
tion since the great event took place, 
whereas issues which were then con- 
sidered of very secondary importance 
are now occupying the undivided atten- 
tion of Congress. What we are afraid 
of is that this sort of thing will, if 
carried much farther, result in no sub- 
stantial change in the currency policy 
of the country. ; 

“We are. however, promised that it 
shall not continue much longer. The 
hope is held out that before the extra 
session of Congress adjourns the cur- 
rency question will be taken up and 
that the President will appoint a com- 
mission to sit during the recess. We 
hope this may be the case, but we are 
not as a rule disposed to attach much 
importance to predictions regarding 
what may take place at Washington. 
If a commission of the right sort could 
be appointed prior to August 1, it might 
be possible for it to furnish the regular 
session of Congress with a valuable re- 


port, although we f

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

LOCATING MINES. The mining edi- 
tor of the San Francisco Examiner thus 
comments upon the careless manner in 
which mining locations have been made 
by many people in the southern part of 
the State, a practice which is destined 
to result before long in “a heap of 
ttrouble to all concerned:”’ 

“One of the crying evils in some of 
the newer mining districts of this State, 
particularly in the southern portion, 
where many persons hitherto unaccus- 
tomed to mining have taken up the 


-business of late, is the utter disregard 


for all forms of law shown in locating 
mining claims. In the Randsburg re- 
gion, for instance, there are hundreds 
of locations to which the locators have 
no shadow of a legal title, but they 
serve the purpose of shutting out pros- 
pectors who would otherwise take them 
up and commence development work at 
once, and thus add materially to the 
prosperity of the district. The profes- 
sional locators generally travel in 
couples, and when a piece of unoccupied 
ground is found, immediately proceed 
to ‘locate.” a monument 
or two, with merely a name for the 
claim, and a statement that it embraces 
@ certain distance in four directions, 
and then move a sufficient distance and 
repeat.’ A cerrespondent of the Ex- 
aminer writes that he has seen the 
monuments on eleven so-éalled claims 
that were located by two enterprising 
prospectors in one day. There will 
doubtless be interesting times in the 
near future when late comers find the 
ground all located, and turn their at- 
tention to the records of the district. 
There are certain requirements of the 
law which are seldom completely ful- 
filled by such locators, in which case 
they will find it difficult to hold claims 
roll which little or no work has been 
e,”’

‘BONDHOLDERS OF THE ELECTRIC 


ROAD PRESENT THEIR CASE. 


Outlines of the Reorganization Plan 

Submitted to the Council—Action 

Deferred Two Weeks—Tally-hos 

| Allotted for the Floral Parade. 
Several Houses Barglariszed. 


PASADENA, April 12.—[Regular Cor- 
resopndence.] The City Council cannot 
complain of any lack of public interest 
in its proceedings. Dozens of perspir- 
ing citizens crowded the Council cham- 
ber during today’s session io witness 
another act in the street-railway 
drama. Two or. three new actors took 
part in the performance this afternoon, 
but for the most part the cast is un- 
changed. Those of the spectators who 
expected a denouement today were dis- 
appointed, The whole question was 
finally postponed for two weeks more. 

City. Attorney Arthur reported that 
the committee to which the Terminal 
franchise was referred deemed it in- 
advisable to grant any franchise until 
May 10, when the Mead law, passed by 
the last Legislature, would be in force. 
This is the law governing the sale of 
franchises. ‘ 

_ Trustee Reynolds offered a resolu- 
tion that the matter should be deferred 
two weeks, with the understanding that 
the committee should be prepared,at 
that time to report an ordinance. The 
motion was subsequently carried, but 
in the course of the discussion of the 
motion, Mr. Reynolds read. the follow- 
ing communication from the committee 
appointed by the bondholders of the 
electric road: 

“PASADENA (Cal...) April 12, 1897. 

“To the president and Board of Trus- 
tees of the city of Pasadena—Gentle- 
men: Ata meeting of the largést bond- 


holders of the Pasadena and Los An- 


geles Electric Railway Company and 
citizens interested. in Pasadena, held on 
Friday, April 12, 1897, the following 
action was taken: 

“O. 8 A. Sprague was elected chair- 
man, and P. M. Green, secretary. After 
a full discussion of affairs of the rail- 
way company, and the proposition of E. 
C, Webster, president of the said rail- 
way company, submitted to the city of 
Pasadena for free public lighting, a 
committee consisting of D. B. Dewey, 
chairman; Andrew McNally, Col. G. G. 
Green, O. S. A. Sprague, C. T. Trego 
and .George H. Barker, was appointed, 
among other things to request the 
Board of Trustees of the city of :Pasa- 
dena, at their session to be held Mon- 
day, April 12, 1897, to postpone for at 
least two weeks all action with refer- 
ence to granting additional franchises 
for electric railway purposes.. This re- 
quest became nécessary in order to en- 
able the committee to make further in- 
vestigations of the railway company’s 
affairs, to properly verify statements 
made asa basis of reorganization, and 
to formulate a plan to submit to the 
city for the public lighting of the same. 
Such committee deem it but fair for 
your honorable body, in, making this 
application, to state some further rea- 
sons why this extension of time is de- 
| » and believe that the best inter- 
ests of all will be promoted thereby: 
“First—The ynavoidable absence of 
Col. C. W. Smith, the expert examining 
the affairs of the railway company. 
'“Second—The many conflicting inter- 
ests necessary to be harmonized have 
made it exceedingly difficult to get the 


matter in such shape as to establish a 


substantial basis upon which action 
could .be. taken, and it was only last 
Friday that the data, information and 
reasonable number of parties interested 
could be gotten together so as¢o con- 
sider a plan feasible to perfect, that 
would probably meet the views of your 
honorable body and its legal advisers. 
“It is well known that one formid- 


able obstacle in the way has been the 


question of the legality of any arrange- 
ment between the city and the railway 
company that could be made, that 
would be binding upon all parties, but 
wesare now advised by counsel that a 
plan can be formulated that will be 
likely to meet-the approval of your 
honorable body and your City Attorney. 
“A proposition has been made ‘to pur- 
chase all of the stock of the electric- 
lighting plant now in use in your city, 
for the purpose of putting the stock in 
such shape that the city officials may 
have control of the making of a con- 
tract, from year to year, for public 
lighting, according to the provisions of 
the propositions. If our investigations 
afte satisfactory, we -hope within “the 
two weeks’ additional time asked for to 
be able to put the matter before your 
honorable body in such form as will be 
satisfactory to all parties. - 
“As an. evidence of good faith in the 
proposed purchase of the electric-light- 
ing plant, a deposit of $10,000 has been 
made in the First National Bank of 
your city, with an agreement for com- 
plete payment within the time hereto- | 
fore talked of. ‘We considered this 
plan only fair to stockholders of the. 
electric-lighting plant, because, with 
two plans for electric lighting in exist- 
ence, there would be no profit to either, 
and the same rule as to an unprofitable 
investment would apply as to the rail- 


- Way company with traffic insufficient to

“We are aware that an unsatisfac- 
tory and seemingly unnecessary delay 
has occurred, but circumstances have 
made such delay unavoidable. . 

“Mr. Webster has acted in good faith 
toward the city, fully expecting to be 
able to carry out the proposition made 
to your honorable body for lighting the 
city, and.for making the desired ex-

DEMOCRATS ELECTED TO OFFICE 
IN SANTA ANA, 


A Garden Grove Rancher Arrested 
on the Charge of Stealing a 
Horse—A Railroad to San Pedro 
on the Tapis—News Notes. 


SANTA ANA, April 12. — [Regular 
Correspondence.] There was no un- 
usual stir in Santa Ana today over the 
city election.
